(Irani'
tomb may get there by arouto which Is an agreeable
conlraat to the monotony of paved sidewalks,
following One Hundred nnd Twenty-flft- h street to
the boulevard the traveller comes to u substantial
picket fence. If he bo an ngllo boy he can scale
It, but otherwise he will do well lo turn 10 tho
Hunt and walk lu tho end of Hie fenee. There
he will llud a rough lane, rueky as tho hhtoro
road lo Dublin. Il lead through u vullev, through
which flows a stream.
